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A LETTFR TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor, 


I was interested to sse the exhibition held in the Church centre on Friday 

2nd March showing the plans and model of the new Church building. I understand 
from Mr. Belsham (South Cambs. Planning Dept.) that planning permission was 

sought three years ago and consent to the final design was granted on 6th December 
1989. 


When the first two phases of the building are complete the Church, with a ramp 
for the disabled, will come to the sdge of the spine path next to the Health 
Centre, to the edge of the path running down to the play equipment (where the 
rose bushes are at present) and to the edge of the school playground's fencing. 
To make way For the building the large conifers will be felled, and the rose 
bushes snd trees removed. Work is due to start this autumn and will take about 
nine months to complete. 


James Newcome assures me that large plants will be grown against the walis of the 
new building as it will need 'softening', and that the Church will liaise with 
the Parish Council to plant trees opposite the building on the Village Green. 


While appreciating the need for a larger Church, and the fact that the present 
site is the only one available, it seems very sad that the centre of Bar Hill will 
soan be filled with a building designed to be as large and cheap as possible with 
secondary consideration given to it's aesthetic value or the destruction of the 
surrounding landscape. :

Now in its fourth month since opening, Bar Hill Library appears to have established 
itself well as 2 much needed community amenity and must be a source of satice--** 
to those who campaigned (councillors, residents and librarians) for so many years 
previously. - 


Clearly in declaring the building open last December, the Chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire County Council, Councillor Jane Brookes, was delighted to do so and 
confessed envy that the locality in which she lives does not enjoy such a facility. 


Something like 2,000 readers have been enrolied since last November -. the majority 
from within the village and it is particularly encouraging that a geodly proportion 
are children, supported so well by parents ready and willing to stimulate and 

share with the children their own personal love of books and reading. 


Further enthusiastic support of course, is given by Roger Kilsby, Dorothy Setts 
and their staff at the Primary School; and it provided many happy occasions to 
welcome every class into the Library during the School's Book Wesk last Jenuary. 


From comments and observations there appears to be much general satisfaction and 
appreciation of the Library's facilities. Stock in aljJ classes seems adequate, 
but where ‘gaps’ have been identified, they have been noted and scditional items 
obtained. 


The Library Supervisor, Mrs. Linda Barker and her staff are becoming well known 
to all users, with their constant aim to give ready service in book provision and 
information. To this end suggestions (or criticisms) are welcomed and if 
practical will be positively acted upon. 


FINALLY, AN APPEAL ...... The days of public libraries being festooned with 
notices announcing "Silence is requested", have passed. But when the arrangement 
of the building is Open Plan as at Bar Hill, there can occur undue distraction to 
those readers quietly making their choice of books or studying, if the boisterous 
enthusiasm of our younger readers (particularly on the popular train), is not: 
effectively considered and checked by their parents. ,
